Council oks park master plan

Upland City Council has approved 
a master plan for the Eleventh 
Street park which shows six playing 
fields for soccer and football as well 
as a jogging-exercise track and a 
toboggan run. 

Dan Rowland and Associates 
prepared the master plan to 
coordinate 15 acres of playing fields 
and a five-acre general park. 

City Manager Lee Travers termed 
the architects’ proposal ‘‘very 
unique and imaginative’ but noted 
the cost could run to $248,250 for 
construction of the five-acre section 
alone. 

The five-acre general park, which 
will be separated from the playing 
fields by two rows of parking and 
some landscaping, includes three 
picnic areas, an open play area and 
a creative play area. 

Highlights are the jogging- 
exercise path and a rock fort- 
toboggan area. 

Recreation Director Fred 
Taunton said the jogging-exercise 
track would be a unique feature 
since no other Upland park has such 
a facility. 

The course would include a length 
of jogging track interrupted at 
intervals with signs giving 
directions for various exercises 
ranging from push ups to sit ups and 
pull ups. 

Taunton said the jogging speed 
and number of exercises would be 
varied to fit each person’s age and 
physical condition. 

The rock piles presently on the 
site ‘‘offer some unique possibility 
for development,’’ he said and noted 
that the master plan would pile the 
rocks into hills, creating fortlike 
observation areas and allowing a 
toboggan run. 

Taunton said he first heard of a 
toboggan run at a recreation 
meeting and said other cities have 
found similar runs to be ‘‘quite 
effective and highly utilized.’’ 


The toboggan would use 
commercial track and sleds with 
teflon runners. The slope of the run 
determines the speed, and the run 
would be quite safe, he noted. 

High cost of park development is 
mostly associated with transporting 
fill dirt for the rock piles as well as 
cementing the rocks in place. 

But, Taunton said the cost would 
also be fairly high just to remove 
the rocks and create a standard 
‘““‘manicured park.’’ With the 
rockpiles remaining, the park would 
be more rustic than other 
neighborhood parks in Upland. 

The 15-acre playing field section 
of the park would contain six lighted 
playing fields for use by American 
Youth Soccer Organization (AYSO) 
and Pop Warner Football. 

The football group would use the 
field just for practice, but AYSO 
would use the fields for practice on 
weeknights and for games on 
Saturdays. 

A major part of the planning 
effort was devoted to buffering 
adjacent properties, according to 
Travers who said, ‘‘There was 
considerable difference of opinion 
regarding the need for a wall or a 
landscaped buffer on the east side of 
the park site.” 

The final plan shows a 75-foot 
landscaped buffer zone to screen out 
the impact of noise and lights for 
homes at the southeast portion of 
the park. 

The remainder of the playing 
fields would be buffered by 
landscaped areas so the site would 
be ‘‘self-contained and quite 
attractive,’ according to Travers. 

The youth athletic groups will be 
developing the playing fields with 
volunteer labor. : 

In other park action at the Monday 
meeting, the council asked the city 
staff to investigate the possibility of 
using telescoping light poles at the 
Greenbelt Park. 

Dewey Cable of Cable Airport had

told the council the high light poles 
would be a hazard to airpianes 
landing over the Greenbelt Park 
area and asked that the lights not be 
used or that the playing fields be 
moved out from under the landing 
pattern. 

Council members investigated the 
situation and agreed that tall poles, 
even with warning markers, might 
create a hazard for landing aircraft. 

Telescoping poles, which could be 
raised during games and lowered at 
other times, could present a number 
of problems, according to Taunton. 

The cost would be one of the 


meeting. 





biggest problems, he said noting 
that the cost could increase from 
$400 per pole to nearly $20,000 per 
pole. 

The present poles are wood, but 
telescoping poles would have to be 
metal and quite intricate in order to 
work properly. 

The possibility of electrical short- 
out is also increased because of the 
stress placed on the electrical lines 
by the stretching and contracting of 
the poles. 

The council hopes to make a 
decision on the matter at the Aug. 1

Uplander named a distinguished teacher

Mathematics can be seen as a 
game, and algebra is ‘‘the most 
fascinating branch — like playing a 
game of checkers by yourself,” 
according to Uplander Dr. V. 
Merriline Smith. 

The. associate professor in 
mathematics has been named a 
distinguised teacher at California 
State Polytechnic University, 
Pomona, and the honor still has Dr. 
Smith ‘‘on cloud nine.” 

She has planned to ‘‘teach from 
the very beginning,”’ so the award is 
especially important to the Upland 
woman, ‘‘I realized I had loved the 
students,’’ she said but noted that 
until announcement of the award 
she hadn’t realized her students 
cared too. 

The award was surprising because 
Dr. Smith is not an ‘‘easy’’ teacher, 
but she notes, that is because 
mathematics is not an easy subject. 

She characterized herself as 
“very demanding and not very 
relenting,’’ and commented, ‘‘There 
is no way to learn mathematics in 
an easy manner.”’ 

“If you do it right, it’s a 
demanding subject,’’ Dr. Smith said 
and added, ‘‘You’ve got to know the 
Stuff. If it takes 3-4 hours (of 


Studying a day), then that’s what 
you’ve got to do.”’ 


But, the matnematics teacher 
said, mathematics can also be 
enjoyable. She — and students alike 
— can feel the sense of achievement 
after working a complicated 
problem through to its conclusion. 

And ‘‘learning something, really 
learning it is something to be proud 
of,’ Dr. Smith added. 

She uses a combination of 
traditional and innovative teaching 
methods in her classes which range 
from college-level algebra to 
calculus. 

Classes include daily homework, 
weekly quizzes, and routine exams, 
but they also include diagrams, 
pictures and models, all to help 
students grasp the ideas which are 
being introduced. 

What is the secret of teaching? 

_ “I take no credit for teaching 
them anything. The most I can do is 
share with them everything I 
know,” she said noting that in the 
end it comes down to the student’s 
desire to learn. 

Dr. Smith’s field of expertise is 
algebra and each year she has a few 
graduate students who study 
advanced problems in algebra under 
her direction. ‘ 


Some of the algebraic systems 
have practical applications, but she 
noted all of mathematics is 
expanding and some theories do not 
yet have practical uses. 


One of the ‘‘games”’ mathematics 
‘“‘plays with society’’ is the 
unevenness of the development of 
mathematical thought. 


Dr. Smith said sometimes 
theories are developed years before 
science invents the process that will 
use the theory. In other cases the 
process is developed first and points 
the way toward formulation of a 
new theory. 


Dr. Smith notes that 
mathematicians come in all kinds 
from pure researchers to game 
players like herself. 

Mathematics can be considered 
an art because of its intricacies, or 
the ultimate science because it is so 
logical, she said noting that 
mathematics is also a ‘‘foreign” 
language anyone must learn in order 
to use it, and a tool for scientists. 

But her own view of mathematics 
is that it is a game with logical but 
complicated rules. ‘“‘You have to 
know the rules and use logical 
thinking to apply th rules in order 
to win,”’ she said.» 


Like a game of strategy, there are 
several ways to solve a 
mathematical problem. A 
mathematician must know the 
various ways and decide which one 
to use, Dr. Smith said noting that 
the shortest way may be the most 
hazardous in terms of possible 
errors. 


Mathematicians can learn 
shortcuts but the best way is the one 
that results in the fewest number of 
mistakes rather than the fastest 
way, she noted and added, 
‘‘Mathematics is building up your 
bag of tricks. Being a better 
mathematician is being able to pull 
out the right trick.” 


She earned her BA in 
mathematics from California State 
College, San Bernardino and both 
her MA and PhD in mathematics 
from the Universtiy of California, 
Riverside. 

Dr. Smith is member of the school 
of science’s reappointment, tenure 
and promotion committee and the 
American Mathematical Society. 

The 1976-77 distinguished 
professors were chosen by a special 
committee of colleagues whose 
decisions were based upon input 
from students,’faculty and alumni.

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Supervisors ok record 


$300 million budget

After a round of self-congratulations for making it 
possible to cut the county’s property tax rate by 10 per 
cent, county supervisors adopted a record $300.1 million 
budget Monday. 

The supervisors urged other local governments to cut 
their budgets and reduce their tax rates, which would 
compensate somewhat for record increases in property 
ais and the assessments on which those taxes are bas- 
ed. 

The county budget for the year which began July 1 is 
still 18.8 per cent greater than the $252.6 million ap- 
proved a year ago, when the supervisors faced a serious 
financial crisis. 

However, because of increases in property 
assessments which averaged 18.5 per cent countywide 
and actions by the supervisors themselves — including 
$1.7 million in budget cuts and $1.3 million to be spent 
from a surplus higher than expected — the property tax 
rate will drop anyway. 

Actual county spending for this year will be $322.7 
million, compared with $274.2 million last year. The 
regular budget in each year accounts for only $3 million 
of the operating costs of the county medical center in San 
Bernardino — the county’s direct contribution. 

The center, whichis budgeted separately, is financed 
largely by the federal Medicare program, the state’s 
Medi-Cal program, insurance payments and private 
patients. 

When the supervisors formally set the county’s proper- 
ty tax rate next month, they plan to cut it from the pre- 
sent $3 per $100 of assessed valuation to $2.70. 

The lower tax rate is expected to produce $69.8 million 
for county government operations in the next year, com- 
pared with the $65.6 million raised by the $3 rate in the 
past year, an increase of 6.3 per cent. 

Property tax revenue accounts for about 25 per cent of 
county government’s income. The rest comes from state 
and federal grants and other revenue, including charges 
for county services. 

Noting that county government keeps only 25 per cent 
of property tax revenue and that cities, school districts 
and other special-purpose governments get the rest, 
Supervisors’ Chairman Robert O. Townsend of Chino 
said: 

“All taxing agencies within the county should take a 
very hard look at their spending before they set their new 
tax rates ... because they could have a substantial impact 
upon the dollars which all taxpayers pay.”’ 

Although he conceded that increased assessments will 
drive up home owners’ tax bills anyway, Townsend said 
local governments could cut budgets and reduce tax 
rates so as to limit their impact ‘‘to a very, very small 
increase.”’ 

The supervisors. congratulated themselves on doing 
just that in five days of public hearings last week on the 
$286.8 million budget presented by County Ad- 
ministrative Officer Earl Goodwin. 

(Additional revenue, mostly from federal public works 
and emergency employment programs and a higher- 
than-expected surplus, pushed the final budget total to 
$300.1 million.) 

Supervisor Robert L. Hammock of San Bernardino 
declared that the budget sessions were “the most 
gratifying five days I’ve spent’’ as a public official but 
expressed concern that other local governments won’t 
cut their budgets and tax rates proportionately. 

Neither Hammock nor Supervisor Joseph Kamansky 
of Upland would identify the local governments, though 
Kamansky’s remarks appeared to be aimed at the 


Relief in sight 


If county supervisors are successful in cutting the 
county government’s property tax rate by 10 per cent, 
West End homeowners will get some relief from higher 
taxes, but not enough to compensate for record increases 
in property values — and the assessments on which those 
taxes are based. 

The present tax rate is $3 per $100 of assessed valua- 
tion. The supervisors hope to cut that by 30 cents, to 
$2.70. A final tax rate to finance county government for 
the year which began July 1 won’t be set until next 
month. 


If a home valued at $50,000 wasn’t reappraised up- 
wards this year, the owner’s share of county government 
costs would drop from the $322.86 under the present tax 
rate to $290.25, a 10 per cent cut. 


However, had that same home been reappraised this 
year by 20 per cent (slightly above the countywide 
average of 18.5 per cent) to $60,000, the owner would pay 
$357.75 to support county government, an increase of 10.8 
per cent despite the lower tax rate. 


But if the tax rate were left unchanged at $3, its level 
for the past five years, that homeowner would pay 
$397.95 to help run county government, up by 23.3 per 
cent over the previous year. 
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Ontario-Montclair School District and the Chaffey Com- 
munity College District. 

“T am a little bit upset in my district, where recently I 
had two school districts, one saying they might have to 
go up 24 cents, another one said they’re fighting to cut .7 
of one cent, that they might find a way to do that,” 
Kamansky said. 

The financing formula for school districts is far more 
complex than for county government, and districts are 
awaiting action by the state legislature on measures that 
would alter that financing. 

Supervisor James L. Mayfield of Apple Valley noted 
that additonal property tax revenue required to operate 
county government in the next year will be less than 8 
per cent over the previous year — a limitation the 
legislature is considering for all local governments. 

Pointing out that of the $4.1 million in additional 
property tax revenue to be raised this year, $2.3 million 
will go directly to Sacramento as the county’s increased 
contribution to three state-operated programs, Mayfield 
said: 

‘We should be sending a message to legislators that 
while we’ll accept an 8 per cent cap, we can’t do it if 
they’re going to impose an 18.5 per cent increase in their 
share of the mandated programs.”’ 

Actually, Mayfield referred to three programs — 
Medi-Cal, adult welfare and crippled children’s aid — 
which are financed partly by what Goodwin described as 
“a form of state property tax’’ within the county’s 
property tax rate. 

That tax rate is fixed at 58.8 cents per $100 of assessed 
valuation, and because assessments rose an average of 
18.5 per cent in the past year, the county’s contribution to 
those programs increased by the same percentage, from 
$12.5 million to $14.8 million. 

The property tax revenue for all other programs will 
go up by 3.5 per cent, from $53.1 million to about $55 
million, Goodwin added. 

Of state-mandated programs, which are established by 
the legislature and administered by the county, Super- 
visor Dennis L. Hansberger suggested that a closer 
watch be kept on them to measure their cost impact on 
local property taxpayers.

Insurance discrimination 


Dear Anita, 

My company has seven 
employes — two of them 
women. An insurance 
company tells me a group 
medical insurance plan will 
cost the women $500 more 
per month than the men. 
Who has jurisdiction over 
such blatant discrimination 
against women in the 
insurance field? 

L.A., Concord 

Dear L.S., 

You should contact the 
California Department of 
Insurance Consumer 
Affairs Division — Policy 
Services Bureau which has 
offices in Los Angeles, San 
Francisco and Sacramento. 
This agency can file 
discrimination complaints 
under existing law. 

Unfortunately, the 
insurance industry has a 


dismal record in treatment 
of women. Higher rates are 
charged women for every 
type of insurance: 
disability, life, medical and 
automobile. National 
studies show that some 
companies charge women 
twice the rates charged 
men. 

Recently many states 
have made it clear that they 
are dissatisifed with a 
number of. discriminatory 
practices of these 
companies: how they insure 
customers, how they set 
their rates, and how they 
make up employe packages 
for companies. 

Since state governments 
regulate the industry, the 
rules can be changed state 
by state. Despite the U.S 
Supreme Court decision in 
December that companies 


could omit pregnancy from 
benefit plans, individual 
states can include it. 

Some insurance 
companies are taking 
responsibility to equalize 
laws. The National 
Association of Insurance 
Commissioners’ has 
recommended that states 
ban sex bias in many areas. 

California has been a 
leader in providing 
pregnancy benefits. But 
many women are still 
running into discriminatory 
practices such as you 
experiences.

“working father.’’ Or are 
men who don’t help with 
household chores 
‘unemployed fathers?”’ 


These questions sound silly, 
but I think it’s equally silly 
to refer to women with paid 
jobs as ‘‘working mothers.”’ 
What’s your opinion?

Dear M.J., 

If we think back to our 
own fathers, many of us 
remember men who helped 
with household chores as a 
matter of course. During 
the great depression, 
everyone had to work of 
course. During the great 
depression, everyone had to 
work together to survive. I 
don’t think there was much 
of a distinction between the 
kind of work family 
members did. 

Nowadays, a woman is 
called a ‘‘working mother”’ 
when she works for pay 
outside the home. With only 
two children per family 


nationwide, women have 
merely transferred the 
location of their work. 
Working wives have moved 
into the labor force, 
contributing nearly one- 
third of the family income. 
Referring to such women 
as ‘‘working mothers” 
encourages the idea that the 
mother alone is responsible 
for the children — for their 
health, educational and 
emotional needs. 
In the past, 
shared these 
responsibilities. Perhaps 
we are simply returning to 
older notions of fatherly 
care when we ask that 
husbands share such tasks.

On the 
other hand, it doesn’t seem 
real young, either. (By the 
way, everyone tells me I 
look good for my age, some 
say even great! )

As a matter for my con- 
science, I am concerned for 
the lives of peaceful 
Californians who want and 
deserve protection from 
murdereres. As State 
Senator George Deukme- 
jian (R-37) said, Governor 
Brown ‘‘has ignored the 
fact that murderers are in- 
flicting punishment upon

This is to serve as a signal 
to those interruptible 
customers that the hard 
realities of gas supply and 
increasing prices are close 
at hand.”’

Under the rates authoriz- 
ed, there will be no increase 
for a typical residential 
usage during the summer of 
26 therms or less. For a 
residential usage of 35 
therms, the increase will be 
2 cents for SoCal Gas 
customers

the innocent, and a majori- 
ty of the people of Califor- 
nia waht a society in which 
the innocent are not being 
put to death.”’ 

Of course, our publicly in- 
tuned governor deserves 
some credit. He would have 
murderers locked up for 
life. In that way, only inno- 
cent prison officials and 
guards would have to live 
with them 

Californians, indeed all 
persons, have a right to live 
in a society void of willful 
murderers. But there are 
those persons who argue 
that a death penalty doesn’t 
deter murderers anyway — 
that it really provides no 
protection 

Those proponents could 
better spend their time 
barking at the moon. 
Figures from the Depart- 
ment of Justice 
overwhelmingly show 
otherwise. Since 1963, ad- 
ministrative sentiment and 
various court rulings have 


virtually barred the death 
penalty from being en- 
forced, and the willful 
homicide rate during this 
time has soared by 200 per 
cent. 

What's more — during the 
decade preceding 1963, ex- 
ecutions are regularly 
carried out, and the willful 
homicide rate remained 
remarkably constant. 

Who’s going to tell you or 
me that capital punishment 
is no real deterrent? 


Why am I reminding you 
of all this? 


The picture is this: the 
Senate override did not 
have a veto to spare, and we 
would be deceiving 
ourselves if we thought all 
the overriders honestly sup- 
port a restoration of the 
death penalty. Many 
senators were merely 
yielding to their constituen- 
cies as a matter of political 
survival. The death penalty 
bill even faced troubles 


Few seniors file for 
state rent assistance 


Only 35,000 of the es- 
timated 200,000 senior 
citizens eligible for state 
rent assistance have filed 
claims, although the time 
for filing is almost half 
gone. 

The Senior Citizens Rent 


Assistance Law, enacted 
last year by the state 
legislature, grants 


assistance to people 62 or 
older as of Jan. 1, 1977, who 
rented between July 1, 1976 
and June 30, 1977, and who 
had $5,000 or less total 
household income last year. 

The number of claims fil- 
ed may be low because 
many senior citizens aren't 
aware of the new program., 
according to Assemblyman 
Terry Goggin (D-66). 

Some senior citizens who 
claim the $37 renter’s credit 
on their personal income 
tax return may believe this 
disqualifies them for rent 
assistance, he said adding 
that this is not true. The 
receipt of the $37 renter’s 
credit has no bearing on the 
senior citizen’s eligibility 
for rent assistance. 

The last day to file a 
claim for rent assistance is 
Aug. 31, 1977.

from one supporter of 
capital punishment when he 
called to sustain the gover- 
nor’s veto. That oppor- 
tuning senator tried to turn 
the voting into a political 
game of ‘‘let’s embarrass 
the governor.” 

Who cares about em- 
barrassing the Governor 
‘when innocent lives need 
protection from murders 
now? 

Those who sincerely sup- 
port restoring the death 
penalty had to remind the 
Seante of the solid public 
endorsement for capital 
punishment. 

The bill has overcome its 
obstacles in the Senate, but 
the battle is not over. The 
Assembly must now vote on 
the override, and the out- 
come is far from certain. A 
recent UPI poll of the 
assembly reporting that 
override backers were two 
votes short. Who knows 
what stumbling blocks lie in 
the Assembly for the death 
penalty? 

Time, however, is on the 
side of public opinion. The 
legislature has recessed un- 
til August, and the 
Assembly is waiting until 
then to vote on the override. 

During the recess, most 
of the Assembly will return 
to their constituencies. A 
concrete public backing has 
brought the bill closer and 
closer to realization, but the 
time has come for one last 
effort. Californians must 
use July to reassert their 
support for an immediate 
reinstatement of capital 
punishment — they must let 
their Assembly members 
know that the bill has come 
too far to fall now. 

The fate of the death 
penalty bill lies in the hands 
of the Assembly, but the 
fate of the Assembly lies in 
the hands of the public.

Reports like this, Pond 
said, sparked the idea for a 
new pamphlet ‘‘Honestly,”’ 
designed to reach young 
people with straight- 
forward talk about all 
phases of honesty with 
others. 

The foldout was added 
last year to Way Out’s 
roster of material available 
for youth ministry. 

“More than $6.5 billion 
worth of products and goods 
were shoplifted in 1975 from 
all kinds of stores in the 
United States,’’ Pond 
explained. ‘It happens in 
all phases of industry, 
regardless of the product 
sold. The really shocking 
fact is that more than 70 per 
cent of this amount is taken 
by employes of the 
companies. Shoplifting adds 
to the cost of each product, 
so we all pay for it.”’ 

The Way Out staff saw 
that honesty in general 
needed to be stressed.

In response to the 
question, ‘“‘Why did you 
accept this position?’ Dr. 
Cain issued this statement: 


“First of all, I am a 
churchman. I am a pastor 
of the church. It took me a 
long time to decide that I 
could be involved in 
anything other than a local 
church — first, because that 
is what I like to do; 
secondly, that is what I was 
trained to do; and thirdly, I 
am convinced that that is 
the most important thing to 
be done within the 
institutional church. 


“‘However, the local 
church and the general 
church cannot long survive 
if it does not have the very 
finest of training for those 
who are to serve it. It was 
only after Claremont and 
other seminaries had 
indicated that perhaps this 
was the time that a person 
whose motivation, insight, 
and training, and heart is in 
the local church could be an 
ingredient to go into the mix 
of a first-class training 
Situation, that I decided, 
and then it was I would like 
to try to Se@eve. If I were to 


involved in the national 
church’s life, I say it offers 
the finest possible training 
that one can have, to 
prepare to serve the church 
professionally. 


“Let me confess to you 
that I do not know whether I 
can bring what will be 
helpful in terms of that mix. 


But I shall certainly try 
with everything that I have. 


“There is another reason 
why I think theological 
education is so important 
and why I am especially 
excited to be involved at 
this particular moment in 
the history of the world. 
The president of France 
recently said there is a drift 
to the left on the part of the 
young in Europe because of 
Western civilization’s 
inability to meet their 
needs. I am convinced that 
we are at that very nexus 
point for the determination 
of the quality and the 
meaning of life, now and in 
the immediate future. 


‘‘We have come to the end 
of an era, philosophically, 
and probably institutionally 
as well. The only possible 
viable ideology that I think 
can serve humankind at this 
point is the Judeo-Christian 
faith. It is the only useable 
one philosophically and 
practically. Centers for 
providing the ideas which 
will make that ideology 
workable are obviously the 
seminaries. These centers 
are for those who by 
commitment, training, life 
examples, and service can 
move into the lifestream. 
Their ideas will determine 
what life will be like. It is at 
those nexus points that I 
want to be involved. 


“The last thing is this. We 
have a generation that is 
not the way some people 
have thought — quiet, 
defeated, and operating as 
if all things were inevitable. 
If anyone keeps saying that, 
I wish they auld note what
